J.R. Newlands Built First House on 
Hudson Bay Townsite 


J. R. Newlands, a man with a story, 
is at the Cecil hotel today, looking over 
Edmonton for the first time for many, 
many years. i 

Mr. Newlands is one of the real old- 

timers. He claims to have built the 

first house on the Hudson's Bay town- 
site, in 1882, or thereabout, and at one 
time owned the townsite of Strathcona, 
but tradedit for a couple of cayuses 
and a saddle or some such portable 
property. He says he helped build the 
last York boat that ever ran on the 
Saskatchewan and he saw the opening 
of steamboat navigation which mark- 
E the dawn of the new era for the 
great lone land. As a trader he fol- 
lowed the first treaty outfit that ever 
dealt with the Indians in the 
across the plains.

CALGARY STRIKE SETTLED. 
(Bulletin Special.) 
| Caigary, Oct. 26—The arbitration 
| committee appointed by the con- 
tractors and men to discuss the la- 
bor trouble here, arrived at an 
agreement this morning without 
having to secure the services of an 
indspendent person. Wages previ- 
ously were thirty-five cents an hour 
for a nine hour day. The men ask- 
cd for 45 cents an hour with an 
eight hour day. The agreement 
provides for 35 cents an honr till 
the end of the year. 46 cents from

vntil January Ist, 1905. In every 
case there is to be a nine hour day. 
There is to be no discrimination be- 
tween union aad non-union men. 
Arrangements are made to have ar- 
bitrators meet on January 1st,}908,

served at Wood Mountain and Regina. 
Ha was a member of the first contin- 
gant, of police which went to the Yu- 
kon under Superintendent Constantine 
in 1897. While in the north he gath- 
ered ma-terial for a most interesting 
book on the north, which wag. pub- 
lished under the title of “The Poin acs 
of the Klondike.’’ 

Henry Edward Murray Hayne join- 
ed the force in 1881, and his steps in 
th service were ag follows; Corporal 
in 1889, sergeant in 1897, staff sergeant 
in 1990, and his commission ds inspec- 
tor. which wag dated Aug. 1, did not 
reach Fullerton untik a few days after 
his death. He was a son of Dr. L. 
Hayne, ef Southsea, Engiand, iagpec- 
tor-general of hospitals and fleets. He 
was a prominent Freemagon, and be- 
jonged to the Church of England .The 
jJate officer was a very prominent fig- 
ura on the rifle range.

The distance was 790 
miles, and the experience was pl as- 
ant and refreshing. The novelty ‘of 
camping out at night for seventeen 
days was keenly relished. 

Mr. Hays said he was highly pleased 
with the country. Almost all the way 
ig w «rich agricultural land,and they 
found the homesteads of settlers all 
along the route, most of them having 
gone in anticipation of the railway 
following them. Many of them are 
already growing crops of oats, which 
they were able to dispose of profitably 
to the contractors, and they geemed 
to be making a good start and ap- 
peared to be well fxatified.
